obets, This is espeocially the case in coun.
tries like owurs, where freedow, not only of
action bul of ti!ought, is carried further than
in communities governed under other politi-
onl systeins, whether more or less democratie.
Not ouly are the minority (at least for a con-

le time) not silenced by the majority,
but they are if anything rather more demon-
strative than their opponents, wore sager to
be beard, and more auxious to put forward
theis reasons, a8 if deprecatiog au unanimity
which they cannot but apprebend, |

Similar manifestations of diversity of
opinion in Fugland bave alwost always at.
tended the course of great Buropean wars of
what may Le termed modern tiwes, although
England until lately was always a party to
thom. It was very hard work for the grand. |
sons of the cavaliers to tame down theirold |
royalisn into hearty sympally with the arms
of the wsurping William in his struggle
spainst Fravce. Even when that stroggle |
was continued by so good a Chiureh and State
woman &8 Anne, there was wany a partisan |
of the Prelender whose feelings were sorely |
distracted between patriotism and forsign alle.
giance, When Chatham, with Prussia on bis |
gide, made war on Eunrope, there was for onece
no minority in the British public at all. For
the first and only time England stood arrayed
in that guarrel in hearty nnanimity. Dat the
American war was commenced, at all events,
against the veliement prolests of a minorily
strong in nnmbers and strovger in réasoning:
of which many members no dounbt really de-
sired the success of the insurgents, sinkin
their zeal for English self-nssertion in stil
strapger zeal for the cause which they
esteemed the right. And slthough as the
war conlinued the feelings of the community
in peneral warmed to the conflict, the voice
of opposilion was never wholly extinguished.
Finally, in the . great struggle ngainst the
France of the Revelution and of the first
Lwmpire, although the mnational spirit was
roused more nnf more as it raged on through
two-thirds of a generation, yet even to the
end there remained a sturdy though dimin.
isbing section of our people whose sympa-
thies weie with France, who held that the
war was an unrighteous one, waged in truth
against liberty with a Napoleon for its cham-
pion, And to the survisors of that sectien
the short-sighted obstinacy of their antago-
nists gave by-and-by a final trinph, and the
Reform Act served as a revenge for Waterloo,

Up to this time we are witnessesonly, and
not actors, in the continental war now com-
menced: but the attitnde of the British pub-
lie, at all events as represented by the press,
afiords as fair an illustration of this national

ulinrily as any which can be drawn from
istory. Unless we are mistaken, the per-
vading sentiment of our wajority, all but a
national sentiment, is on the Prussian side.
One strong reason for this is the general
reprobation of the aggressor in a quarrel: of
him who sirikes the first Llow, especially
when he can show no other reason for
doiug ®o than is involved in long
argumentative recrimination, But a far
wore overmastering cause is  to  be
found in the national ipstinet whick
watlches over our own greatness and security.
With France on the Ithine and in Belginm,
and with no hope of reversing the issue, it is
only too deeply felt that the day of England
as & European power would be over; while a
Gerwan coelition dictating terms of peace at
Paris cofld scarcely by possibility have any
demands to make incompalible with our
Lonor and our advantage,

This, we repeat, is the popular English view
at the present moment, right or wrong., Yet
there are many well-wishers to France among
us, and meny whose reasons for being so, as
well as their openness in avowing them, are
honorable. But they are almost all what
way be termed by-reasons—collateral issues,
as lawyers would say, defended by arguments
quite urelevant to what strikes the world as
the muin question. There are muny who
cannot get over their hostility to Prussia as
the origivator of the present complications by
her overbearing injustice to Denmark and her
well-timed assault on Austria, There are
weny who sre inflnenced by a strong sense
of the loyul friendliness of France towards
Dl:ml\'('l‘i for l.llﬂ.:l’l..\r .\"E!ll'ﬁ l!ll'kl. ol \L'hl.)m the
memories of our common Criwean struggle
act more forcibly than the fears or jealousies
of the present day. And there are more
than wigut be at first supposed, belonging at
least to the higber if not the wmore powerful
classes, 1n whose eves the present quarrel
assnwes sowetling of a religious complexion.
Strange, Lut true nevertheless, It is only
the other day that the Monde assured the
public thut the war was to be regarddd as a
crusade—that it was imperatively necessary,
in order to check the progress of German
Protestantism and infidelity. Grotesque and
almost blasphemous as such an appenl to the |
God of battles in such & cause may
be, there is reason to think that it strikes an
answering chord in & good wmany hearts,
Buch sentiments, more or less pronounced,
are not confined to our Romanist fellow-eiti-
zens, They are shared by the section of our
upper classes whose feelings lead them into
the pearest spproximation to Rome, and
whose favorite object of aversion at the pre-
sent mowent is Protestaptismy, In the long
run, and if the prevalent sentiment of the
majority ins time to mcquire full strength,
all these little eddies and backwaters will dis-
appear before the general swell of the cur-
rent. Bul, for the time, they act as dis-
turbing causes in a small way; and itis, on the
whole, advantegeous that they should do so.
It is better that whatever fixed public convie-
tiom is ultimately to prevail should be seen
to have formed itsell deliberately, after full
allowance made for hostile tondencies and
lukewarm assents, and even eccentricitios of
opinion, than that it should bear the appear-
anoce of being the resnlt of the hasty enthusi-
ssm of part of the nation imposed on the rest
through woral coercion.

| the rocky hill in whose rugged brow the

famous den, ages gone by, was fashioned by
the band of nature.” It is gnarded by a giant

oak, which may have stood there for centu. |

ries. In fact, the entire hill-side is over-
grown with scattering trees, bearing indica-
tions of great age, for the woodman's axe
has never awakened the solitndes of the spot
within the memory of the oldest inhabitant,
The entrance to the cave presents ahuﬁe
mass of rock surmounting two smaller rocks
which form the sides. A slab some four inches
in thickness has broken away from theroof and
dropped down, but does not in the least ob.
